: jot: In- the l ij y Tiumpb the Lieutenant 
General only woie a pliin Purple Gown, a Garland of 
Myrtle Tree, anc went on Foot, and in perpetual Memo- 
ry of their Triumphs, fome publick Places were erect- 
ed for Trophies. But as to their TRINMPHAL ARCHES, 
which yet comes nearer the matter in hand, they were 
fometimes called Fornices, whence it is that Tully calls 
Fabian's Triunmphal Arch — Kabjanum Fornicem : _ The 
Crowns were fometimes Laurel, fometimes Gold, fome- 
times Grals ; which Jalt, becaufe it may look a lirrtle 
firange, it won't, be amils to give the Reader a Reaton 
of it. The Coronz Obfidinalis was made of the Grafs 
which grew in that place where the Romans were Be- 
fieged atter they had broken up a Siege ; hence it was 
fometimes called Corona graminea, it was a token of 
yielding up their right in that place to their Captar. 
Pliny takes notice at the Ceremony, and hence it was 
that in Races and like Mafteries, he that was overcome 
did gather fomeot the Grats that grew upon the place, 
and gave it to the Conqueror, as a Toke. thar he did 
thereby acknowledge himflelf Conquere: : ‘his is tue 
Reafon of that Proverb, Herbim dare, i.e. co yield the 
Viétory. There was another fort of a Crown, calléd 
Corona Civica, or the Citizens Crown, which Was be- 
ftowed only upon him that Saved.a Citizens Life; it 
was ufually made of Oak: Some think from hence that 
the Emperor in Ovid's time wou'd have always ftanding 
before his Gates an Oak Tree in the midft of two Lau- 
rels, —-—— Ovid leems to allude to this, when he iays

There was allo Corona Murialis, a Reward to him that 
fir {t fcal'd the Walls — This Crown was always put up- 
on the Tops of the Batslements. There was another calld 
Corona Casirienfis, which the Lieutenant General beftow- 
ed upon him chat firft entered into the Enemies Lents. 
Another was call’d Corona Navalis, twas given to him 
that firft Bosrded an Enemies Ship: The laft was called 
Corona Ovalis, as we have already mention’d above. 

The Grecians alio had their Triumphai Trophies. made 
on Pillars of Brals, Stone or Wood ; if che laft, ‘twas 
gither upon Olive or Oak.
